IN THE CLAIMS : 

Please amend claims 10, 1 1, 16, 17 and 20 as follows: 

10. (Amended) The article of claim 6, wherein said core further contains super- 
absoiptive polymer particles distributed only in the central region. 



11. (Amended) The article of claim 6, wherein said core comprises a plurality of 
indentations arranged along each of said lines, each indentation having side walls extending ftom 
an opening formed on the upper surface toward the lower surface and ending at a bottom, thereby 
defining the indented regions.
